Annual  Tour  of  Historic  Marion  Homes 
to  Commence  at  Handy's  Tavern 

The  seventh  annual  tour  of  Marion 
lomes  will  take  place  on  December  12  from 
10:00  am  to  4:00  pm.  This  event  is  the  largest 
scholarship  fund  raiser  of  the  year,  with 
proceeds  going  to  further  the  education  of  area 
students.  The  tour  will  begin  at  Handy's  Tavern, 
located  in  the  center  of  Marion  Village. 

The  tavern  was  built  around  1812  and 
served  as  a  meeting  place  for  sailors  and  seamen 
in  the  busy  port  of  Sippican  and  as  a  Stage 
Coach  stop  on  the  Boston/ Rhode  Island  line. 
"Flip"  and  "Grog"  were  the  popular  drinks  of 
the  time. 

Wassail  will  be  served  while  patrons  can 
view  decorations  which  are  typical  of  an  18th 
century  tavern.  Brochures,  including  a  map 
which  describes  the  homes  open  on  the  tour, 
will  be  given  to  ticket  holders  at  the  tavern. 
Homes  on  this  year's  tour  range  from  one  of 
Marion's  historic  homes  which  was  built  in  the 
1700's  to  house  the  town's  first  minister,  to 
contemporary  architecture  with  spectacular 
.views  of  Buzzards  Bay.  Featured  within  the 
"various  homes  are  decorative  creations  by  tri- 
town  floral  designers,  including  Flower  Works 
of  Marion,  Bittersweet  of  Mattapoisett,  Heritage 
Florist  of  Mattapoisett  and  the  Ansel  Gurney 
House  of  Marion. 

A  special  addition  this  year  is  Handy's 
Tavern  Holiday  Market  Place,  located  within 
Harriet's  Restaurant.  The  structure  which  was 
originally  built  in  1900  as  a  carriage  house  was 
opened  in  1921  by  Viggo  Peterson  as  an  ice

"I  was  very  surprised,"  Mr.  Spark  said.  "Just 
the  whole  idea  of  a  student  remembering  back  to  her 
Kindergarten  year  and  citing  me  as  someone  who 
made  a  difference  is  very  gratifying." 

Cristal  L.  Randall  —  who  herself  was 
nominated  to  "Who's  Who  Among  American  High 
School  Students"  in  1990  —  was  the  former  Center 
School  student  responsible  for  giving  Mr.  Spark  the 
prestigious  honor.  Now  living  in  Orlando,  Florida 
where  she  is  pursuing  an  Associate's  Degree  in 
paralegal  studies  from  Orlando  College,  she  said  her 
Kindergarten  year  was  very  memorable,  due  in  part 
to  Mr.  Spark's  teaching  skills. 


"I  have  many  positive  memories  of  my 
Kindergarten  year,"  Ms.  Randall  said.  "I  was  a  shy 
little  girl  at  the  time  and  Mr.  Spark  helped  bring  me 
out  of  it.

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After  teaching  Kindergarten  for  nearly  ten 
years,  it's  remarkable  how  calm  and  composed  Mr. 
Spark  is.  He  agrees  with  the  adage  that  dealing  with 
children  requires  a  great  deal  of  patience  and 
understanding. 

"I've  always  said  that  in  dealing  with  kids 
that  age,  you  need  an  equal  balance  of  patience  and 
senility,"  he  said.  "You  just  can't  address  everything, 
so  you  learn  to  jump  around  topics  and  try  to  keep 
their  attention." 

From  Kindergarten,  Mr.  Spark  applied  his 
PC  expertise  to  serve  as  a  computer  teacher  for 
grades  K  through  6  at  both  Center  and  Old 
Hammondtown  Schools  for  the  next  two  years.  Due 
to  financial  constraints,  the  position  was  relegated  to 
an  aide,  and  Mr.  Spark  went  on  to  teach  fourth  grade 
at  Old  Hammondtown  and  finally  "graduated"  to 
sixth  grade,  where  he  has  taught  for  the  last  two 
years.

Having  moved  up  through  the  elementary 
ranks,  Mr.  Spark  has  seen  how  the  students  perform 
and  react  on  the  different  levels.

From  1950  to  1960  he  toured  extensively  with  the 
eminent  composer-harpsichordist  Daniel  Pinkham.

Boston  Classical  Orchestra.  One  of  Mr.  Brink's  most 
important  functions  through  Management  in  the 
Arts  has  been  to  secure  temporary  orchestral  work 
for  young  instrumentalists  while  they  wait  for 
permanent  positions.

hiring  of  a  financial  advisor. 

Selectman  Roy  began  by  stating  that  to  her 
understanding,  the  most  costly  part  of  the  procedure 
would  be  the  actual  auditing  and  refunding  of 
bonds,  and  she  wanted  to  know  what  it  would  cost 
and  if  it  was  worth  pursuing  considering  Rochester's 
present  financial  status. 

"I  always  understood  that  if  the  saving 
wasn't  over  two  points,  it  wasn't  worth  refinancing," 
Selectman  Roy  said. 

Mr.  DelVecchio  agreed  that  was  a  good 
general  rule  of  thumb,  but  market  rates  are  quite 
volatile  at  the  present  time  and  subject  to  change. 
"Right  now,  you're  looking  at  a  saving  of  not  quite  2 
percent,"  he  said.  "Which  would  translate  to  about 
$35,000." 

But  Mr.  DelVecchio  went  on  to  say  that 
considering  Rochester's  current  lack  of  a  bond  rating 
and  the  fact  that  they  haven't  conducted  an  audit 
since  1985,  it  would  be  wise  to  do  so  to  regain  a 
comfortable  bond  rating.  Without  one,  the  town  has 
no  insurance  against  creditors  and  could  have 
difficulty  in  getting  contracting  bids  and  short-term 
loans. 

Both  representatives  agreed  it  was  worth  the 
town's  expense  and  effort  to  begin  procedures 
toward  an  audit.

preliminary  application  process  would  be  handled 
by  BayBank  —  as  the  town's  financial  advisor  —  and 
would  be  brought  to  the  Bond  Council  for  approval. 
If  the  Bond  Council  determines  that  it  would  not  be 
beneficial  for  Rochester  to  refinance  at  the  present 
time,  they  may  decline  the  request  and  no  cost  will 
be  incurred  to  the  town. 

"There's  no  dollar  outlay  for  the  preliminary 
application  process,"  Mr.  DelVecchio  said.  "If  it  goes 
to  the  Bond  Council  and  it  is  turned  down,  we  will 
not  charge  you." 

According  to  Mr.  Dempster,  the  Bond 
Council  will  also  not  charge  any  fee  for  first  time

applicants  who  are  declined.  "It  has  been  my 
experience  that  the  Bond  Council  will  not  charge 
you  for  the  first  time  around,  but  I,  of  course,  can't 
speak  for  them,"  he  said. 

At  this  point,  Selectman  Hughes  wanted  to 
know  why  the  whole  procedure  was  delayed  when 
some  of  the  correspondence  he  had  seen  was  dated 
August  10.  Patricia  Ryan,  FinCom  Chairwoman, 
explained  that  her  committee  had  a  meeting  months 
ago  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  conducting  an 
audit.  The  FinCom  agreed  that  it  needed  to  be  done 
to  guarantee  a  bond  rating  for  the  town,  but  she  was 
of  the  understanding  that  the  money  could  be 
transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  This  was  not  an 
option,  since  the  money  must  be  appropriated  from 
Free  Cash  via  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  town  would  have  to  post  the  warrant  for 
such  a  meeting  at  least  14  days  prior,  which,  with 
the  holidays,  would  push  the  earliest  option  to  mid- 
January. 

The  bottom  line  cost  of  the  audit,  according 
to  the  BayBank  officials,  would  be  about  $7,000  per 
year  over  a  three-year  period  plus  a  $10,000  service 
fee  for  financial  advising. 

Selectman  Hughes  questioned  the  logic  of 
having  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  early  1993  with 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  coming  up. 

But  Selectman  Roy  thought  this  was  a  crucial 
matter  that  needed  to  be  acted  upon.  "The  fact  of  the 
matter  is,  we  need  to  have  an  audit  and  we  need  to 
have  it  done  as  soon  as  possible,"  she  said. 

Ms.  Ryan  agreed.  "I've  been  saying  for  the 
last  two  years  that  we  needed  to  have  an  audit 
done,"  she  said.  "I  think  we  should  call  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  and  get  the  process  rolling  now  while 
we  can  take  advantage  of  the  interest  rates." 

The  board  thanked  both  Mr.  Dempster  and 
Mr.  DelVecchio  for  coming  in  and  next  met  with 
Clarke  Rowell  and  Eric  White  of  Shawmut  Bank  at 
7:52  pm  for  a  scheduled  7:30  pm  appointment. 

Mr.  Rowell  essentially  agreed  with 
BayBank's  assessment  of  the  situation  and  said  the 
only  upfront  cost  to  the  town  would  be  the  printing 
of  the  auditing  material,  which  wouldn't  even  be 
necessary  until  the  process  passed  the  Bond  Council. 

Other  costs,  according  to  Mr.  Rowell,  would 
be  absorbed  into  the  cost  for  the  audit.

end  of  the  process,  you  decide  to  shift  banks,  then 
we  may  charge  you,"  Mr.  Rowell  said.  "But  the 
Bond  Council  also  works  on  a  contingency  basis.  If 
they  determine  that  the  refinancing  isn't  worth 
pursuing,  they  won't  charge  you  either." 

Mr.  Rowell  discussed  his  company's  fee 
schedule  which  included  a  $25,000  advisory  fee  in 
addition  to  the  auditing  cost. 

Like  BayBank,  Mr.  Rowell  stressed  that 
Rochester  should  conduct  an  audit  in  order  to  regain 
some  financial  strength  due  to  lack  of  a  negotiable 
bond  rating.  "We  definitely  recommend  that  you 
conduct  an  audit  and  I  would  personally 
recommend  a  consecutive  three-year  audit,"  he  said. 
"Without  (a  bond  rating),  it  doesn't  mean  that  you 
can't  operate  or  get  things  done,  but  it  does  give  you 
a  tremendous  advantage." 

Mr.  Rowell  suggested  an  audit  for  the  years 
1990  through  1992. 

Chairman  Brown  asked  if  it  was  crucial  to 
have  an  audit  at  the  present  time,  to  which  Mr. 
Rowell  agreed  that  it  needn't  be  done  right  away. 
But  Selectman  Roy  was  concerned  that  putting  it  off 
any  longer  could  cause  further  problems  for  the 
town. 

"We  can't  just  tie  our  hands  behind  our  backs 
and  do  nothing  because  we  need  to  be  ready  in  case 
something  happens  in  the  future,"  she  said. 

The  board  also  thanked  Mr.  Rowell  and  Mr. 
White  for  taking  the  time  to  speak  with  them. 

Selectmen  next  signed  the  note  to  pay  for  the 
purchase  of  the  new  town  ambulance  at  a  total  cost 
of  $80,000.  Town  Treasurer  Doris  Boucher  cited  the 
note  was  taken  with  Sandwich  Cooperative  Bank  — 
the  lowest  bidder  —  at  3.80  percent  interest.
